This amendment ae 
Sponsored by Senators McGovern and Hatfield as was a Sim 
amendment defeated 55 to 39 a year ago. ay

ople of Vietnam and the United States . 


By ratifying the agreement, we pledge to take whatever actions are 
appropriate to implement the terms of this joint treaty and to insure 


its acceptance by the government of the United States.

Six of 
the Harrtsburg Thirteen’have been indicted on charges that 
they had planned the destruction of heating tunnels in | 
federal buildings, and the kidnapping of Henry Kissinger. 
fhe Defense Committee, the national group authorized by 

the defendants, has been formed to help the Harrisburg 13 
explain their positions and wage the fight for a fair trial. 
fhe government has unlimited financial resources: the 13 
almost none. We cannot serve our brother's and sisters! 
sentences, or stand trial for them, but we can become part 
of the community of resistance; we can assure that the nec- 
essary funds for legal defense are available; contribute. 
The Harrisburg Thirteen are; indicted; Dr. Eqbal Ahmad,
